The former 
seems to promise a second chance for the exiles to overthrow Cuba at a later 
date and that it would take provocations by Castro such as exportation of his 
revolution to this country or other related incidents to bring cause for 
a new invasion. I fear the time haw come that the next- invasion of Cuba 
is marked for this year or next. The 18 or so hijackings of 1968 and the 
5 this year. I recall that Oswald , according to theWCR was to have hijacked 
a plane back in Setp., 1963 but instead I believe^got there via Mexico. That's 
where Gaudet fits into the gichtre . I "have some information on a hijacker back 
in ASaxQst., 1968 in which the hijacker is from Dallas, Tex. flew to Canada and 
tfied to hijack the plane to Cuba. He said that the CIA was after him and that 
he wanted asylum in SaxxdaisxkraHi ixx the Cuban consulate in Montreal. I later 
found out he got a 6 year sentence( jail) . I will send you details in the next 
letter, the hijacker's name is Charles Laverne Beasley.
